AN ACT relating to the compensation of sheriffs in certain

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
- and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The county board of supervisors of Eicheitmor 
any county in this state may by a resolution to be 
entered on its records, change the method now pre-
scribed by law for compensating the sheriff for all ser-
vices to be performed within such county, for which 
the said county shall be liable to pay. 

SECTION 2. When a resolution to that effect shall County board 
have been duly passed by the county board of super- in" fix  salary ' 
visors of any county, it shall be the duty of such 
county board at its next annual meeting in November, 
to fix a salary for the sheriff in the same manner as 
salaries are fixed for other county officers under the 
provisions of section six hundred and ninety-four of 
the revised statutes. 

SECTION 3. Such salary, when so fixed, shall be in up& sheriff
lieu of all fees and compensation for the sheriff, under ilger."t; 
sheriff, and deputy sheriff, for all service rendered by 
such officers within the limits of such county, for 
which service the county is now liable, except compen-
sation for keeping and maintaining prisoners in the 
common jail. 

SECTION 4. This act shall not affect the fees of Fees in civil 
s sheriffs in civil cases, except where the county is liable case excepted. 

 
therefor, nor shall it have any effect upon the fees or 
compensation of any person now acting as sheriff of 
any county, during his present term of office. 

SECTION 5. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
